A  FEW  HISTORICAL  FACTS  AND  HIGHLIGHTS 


One  hundred  and  ten  years  ago  the  American  Missionar>' 
Association  of  New  York  City,  established  in  Raleigh, 
Corner  Manly  and  South  Streets,  the  First  Congregational 
Church  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Fisk  P.  Brewer,  who 
was  head  of  the  A.  M.  A.  school.  This  A.  M.  A.  sichool  in 
later  years  gave  birth  to  the  Washington  Graded  School 
for  the  City  of  Raleigh  in  which  the  city  began  its  first 
graded  school  for  Negro  people  with  only  seven  grades. 
The  first  principal  of  this  school  was  Miss  Esther  P.  Hayes, 
who  taught  in  the  old  chapel. 

The  organized  church  was  founded  in  1867,  and  had  for 
its  first  pastor,  the  Reverend  J.  J.  Mott.  The  charter  mem 
bers  were:  Henry  C.  Jones,  Henry  Snipes,  Thomas  Mabry 
Holland  Pope,  Jordan  Farrington,  and  Mesdames  Scott. 
Lucy  Dunston,  Emma  Banham,  Ida  Mitchell,  Lucy  Ran- 
some,  Hannah  Foushe  and  Lucy  Fiskes. 

From  its  beginning  until  1877,  the  pastors  and  teachers 
were  white  men  and  women  from  the  north;  but,  beginning 
with  this  date  the  church  called  the  Reverend  George  S^ 
Smith  —  1877,  as  its  first  Negro  pastor.  Reverend  Smith 
was  a  graduate  of  Atlanta  University  and  led  the  little 
congregational  group  out  into  the  hmelight  where  it  be- 
came one  of  the  most  popular  and  outstanding  institutions 
in  the  city.  At  the  close  of  his  pastorate,  Dr.  Curtis  (white) 
became  the  third  pastor  ana  served  us  for  many  years 
Following  Dr.  Curtis,  the  Reverends  Jennings.  (1901-1902) 
H.  E.  King,  T.  M.  Nixon  and  F.  B.  Mallard  served  short 
but  colorful  terms  as  pastors  here. 

Reverend  Perfect  R.  DeBerry  was  elected  as  the  eighth 
pastor.  (1910-1925).  Under  the  amicable  personality,  the 
church  had  phenomenal  numerical  growth.  The  church 
membership  quadrupled,  and  the  church  had  the  first  char 


ter  of  Negro  Boy  Scouts  in  the  state,  also  the  first  Day 
Nursery  and  Trade  School  in  the  city.  The  church  reached 
its  peak  in  growth  of  a  church  enrollment  of  approximately 
(410)  members. 

During  this  period,  1914,  the  church  was  rebuilt,  pews 
pipe  organ  and  electric  lights  were  installed.  Very  httle 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  physical  plant  since  Mr 
DeBerry  left. 

After  Reverend  DeBerry's  resignation,  1926,  the  Rever 
end  D.  J.  Flynn  became  the  ninth  pastor.  He  served  for  only 
a  few  years,  but  added  much  to  the  spiritual  growth  of  this 
church.  In  1932  the  Reverend  E.  C.  Lawrence  became 
pastor  and  served  for  nineteen  years.  It  was  during  this 
time  that  the  church  cleared  the  indebtedness  on  the  par 
sonage  and  secured  the  deed  to  same  from  the  New  York 
office.  But  the  membership  decfined  greatly.  In  1951,  the 
Reverend  Howard  Cunningham  became  our  eleventh  pas- 
tor. When  he  accepted  the  pastorate,  the  church  enroll- 
ment had  dropped  to  90  in  number.  He  served  21  years 
and  the  church  enrollment  climbed  to  170  including  the 
children.  Our  present  pastor,  Reverend  D.  R.  Ingram  came 
to  us  January,  1973.  Our  membership  at  present  is  167. 

The  Raleigh  City  Urban  Renewal  and  Planning  Com- 
missioners requested  and  forced  us  from  oiu*  original 
location,  on  the  domer  of  South  and  Manly  Streets  and  the 
old  church  building  was  torn  down  in  November,  1976 
The  land  is  now  slated  for  a  building  to  become  the  offioea 
for  the  N.  C.  A.  E. 

The  ground  breaking  on  this  site  for  this  building  was 
October  24,  1976.  We  held  our  first  worship  services  here 
July  3,  1977,  in  honor  and  thanks  to  our  God.

Reverend  J.  Taylor  Stanley,  Superintendent  (retired)  of  the 
Convention  of  the  South,  received  Bachelor  of  Theology  from 
School  of  Religion  of  Howard  University,  Washington,  D.  C; 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  by  Elon  College  in  1977; 
served  as  pastor  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  Wilmington,  Dudley, 
and  at  High  Point,  North  Carolina  during  which  time  a  new 
church  was  erected.  "A  History  of  the  Convention  of  the  South," 
by  J.  T.  Stanley  is  now  being  published  and  should  soon  be  off 
the  press.  He  is  married  to  Kathryn  M.  Stanley  and  the  father 
of  three  sons  and  two  daughters. 


Reverend  Donald  R.  Ingram  is  a  native  of  High  Point,  North 
Carolina.  After  High  School,  he  entered  North  Carolina  Central 
University  where  he  pursued  a  degree  program  in  music  and 
later  Business  Administration.  His  trial  sermon  was  preached 
at  Pilgrim  United  Church  of  Christ  in  High  Point  on  December 
31,  1967  and  he  served  in  the  United  States  Army  in  1969-1970 
stationed  in  the  Republic  of  South  Viet  Nam.  In  January,  1973, 
he  was  called  to  pastor  the  First  Congregational  United  Church 
of  Christ.  Married  to  the  former  Miss  Carolyn  Rogers  of  Oxford, 
North  Carolina  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  sons,  Donald,  Jr., 
and  Eric. 


Reverend  D.  A.  Peace,  minister  of  Laodicea  United  Church  of 
Christ.  A  native  of  Durham,  North  Carolina.  Studied  at 
American  Bible  College,  Elon  College,  Union  Training  Institute, 
and  Shaw  University,  receiving  Diploma  in  Religious  Education, 
Certificate  of  Theology.  Bachelor  of  Theology  and  Master  of 
Divinity  Degrees.  During  his  six  years  in  Raleigh  he  has  been 
actively  involved  in  civic,  religious,  and  community  affairs. 
He  is  married  to  the  former  Dora  Williams  and  the  father  of 
three  sons  and  two  daughters. 


Ernest  Massenburg,  a  Raleigh  native,  holds  the  A.M.  and  M.A. 
Degrees  from  North  Carolina  Central  University,  the  S.M.M. 
degree  from  Union  Theological  Seminary,  School  of  Sacred 
Music,  New  York  City.  Has  studied  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  (Chapel  Hill)  and  Indiana  University.  He  has  been 
heard  in  recitals  in  South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  Michigan, 
New  Jersey  and  New  York.  Presently,  he  serves  as  the  Organist- 
Choir  Master  of  the  Saint  Mark's  United  Methodist  Church  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York. 


HOWARD  CUNNINGHAM 

Born  and  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  South  Carolina, 
completed  his  college  education  at  Benedict  College,  Columbia, 
South  Carolina.  He  received  theological  training  from  Gammon 
Theological  Seminary  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  Further  study  was 
pursued  at  Morehouse  College  in  Atlanta  and  New  York  Uni 
versity. 

In  1951,  Howard  Cunningham  became  the  minister  of  First 
Congregational  Church  in  Raleigh,  which,  at  that  time,  had  a 
membership  of  only  60.  Through  the  years,  the  membership 
grew  to  170.  There  arose  a  nead  for  focus  on  a  building  pro- 
gram, which  Reverend  Cunningham  initiated. 

Other  new  challenges  and  opportunities  secured  by  him  for 
the  congregation  were  successful.  The  most  rewarding  and  far- 
reaching  has  been  the  integrated  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School 
project  sponsored  in  the  early  fifties  by  the  First  Congregational 
Church  and  the  United  Church.  This  project  today  incorpor 
ates  Davie  Street  Presbyterian,  Pullen  Memorial  Baptist,  as 
well  as  the  founding  churches. 

During  the  summer  vacation  period,  Cunningham  initiated 
an  exchange  of  ministers  and  choirs  program  to  be  carried  on 
by  the  United  Church  and  the  First  Congregational  Church, 
and  also  a  Race  Relations  Sunday  to  perpetuate  brotherhood 
and  unity  among  the  members  of  the  two  congregations. 

Under  his  leadership,  the  Congregational  Church  was  able  to 
begin  the  building  program  toward  a  structure  that  would  be 
able  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing  congregation.
